At one time, not so remote hut that 
the np mory of it still lives in the minds

The Martin Wynk oop was designed 
to be one of the swiftest of the river 
fleet, and her builder put into her con­ 
struction only the very best material that 
could be procured, while her designer, 
Captain Peter Van Corlear, had model­ 
ed her with such care that when she 
was finished she was indeed a thing of 
beauty, but the zeal of her commander 
was responsible for the tragedy which 
blighted the marriage of the Wynk oop 
to the Hudson and seemed to put an evil 
spell upon her which followed her 
throughout her brief career.
